My Beauty Hint 


The bureau of employment, de­ 
partment of labor and industry, has 
placed 17,027 unemployed in jobs 
during the first six months of 1932, 
an increase of 188 over the number 
placed during the first six months of 
1931. The increase has been due to 
more intensive activities in the dis­ 
trict employment offices, including 
active solicitation for casual jobs 
and cooperation with local civic or­ 
ganizations in “made work” cam­ 
paigns and in spite of a decrease in 
industrial employment opportunities, 
according to Secretary A, M. North- 
rup. More than twice the number 
of unemployed persons applied at 
the bureau's district employment of­ 
fices for work during the first six 
months of 1932 than during the 
same period of last year. 
Careful Selection 
The bureau has also supervised 
the registration of approximately 
30,000 applicants for jobs with the 
emergency highway labor camps and 
at the site of Pymatuning Dam, se­ 
lecting from the registrants, in co­ 
operation with local committees, the 
most needy applicants with depen­ 
dents. In connection with the camp 
work, the bureau aided in the rota­ 
tion of working forces to distribute 
available jobs among the greatest 
number of applicants. 
During the first half of the pres­ 
ent fiscal biennium, ending May 31 
the bureau of employment collected 
in fees for the licensing of private 
employment 
agents 
$18,700, 
an 
amount almost double the cost of 
supervising the licensed fee-charg­ 
ing agents. During the first six 
months of 1932 there were 1460 in­ 
spection visits made in the efforts to 
prevent exploitation of applicants 
paying 
fees 
for 
jobs 
at 
private 
agencies licensed by law. 
Seventy- 
five special complaints were investi­ 
gated and a total of $316.52 in fees 
paid to agents, recovered for com­ 
plaints by the bureau.
